There’s another row among the re­ 
publicans of the state and it’s all over 
the same old thing— patronage, Sena­ 
tor Proctor, republican leader from 
Jackson county, is after Mrs. Mover­ 
lying, State Industrial Inspector— the 
first woman ever appointed a state of­ 
ficial— because she has refused to ap­ 
point as one of her 
deputies 
either

parties selected by him. 
The senator in a letter to Mrs. Moyer- 
Wing sharply takes her to task for 
thus ignoring 
his 
recommendations 
and says that in so doing she has vio­ 
lated a promise made him so as to 
secure confirmation 
of her 
appoint­ 
ment by the senate. 
He calls her at­ 
tention to the fact that that body was

none too eager to make the confirma­ 
tion and that while 
the matter was 
still undecided she went to him and 
practically made- the deal to permit 
him to name one deputy if he would 
secure favorable action by the body, 
of which he is one of the most influen­ 
tial members.

a result,

mates, the confirmation was made, but 
that then the lady failed to carry out 
the bargain. 
In addition the senator 
threatens to take the matter up with 
the executive committee of the senate 
at its first meeting and see what can 
be done about it.

Soviet capital. 
“They are camping in 
the streets,” says one report “housed 
in their shaky old wagons and cars, 
with their half-starved and dead hors­ 
es. 
How they managed to reach the 
city and from wThat source aid can be 
given are questions which neither they 
nor 
the 
government 
institutions to 
which they apply can answer.” 
Many writers 
on the 
situation in 
Russia, among them 
Mrs. Harrison, 
have said that the Soviet government 
would surely outlast the present fam­ 
ine, the reason being that the strength 
of the Soviet government lay in Mos­ 
cow and Petrograd and those cities 
were well supplied with food. Hence, 
it was declared, they would remain 
loyal to the Soviet, 
and 
so 
long as 
these two industrial centers remained 
loyal, no successful revolt against the 
present regime need be expected. 
So 
many observers seem to 
hold 
essen­ 
tially this same view that there must 
be some basis for it; yet it may be that 
these observers did not foresee what is 
now taking place in Russia— namely, 
a movement of the starving peasants 
from the 
country 
districts 
into the 
Soviet city strongholds. 
It seems at 
least possible that out of this migra­ 
tion 
something 
important 
may de­ 
velop.

P”or three weeks troops from the 
south have been p o u rin g into Chi­ 
huahua until

numbers in excess of probably 18,- 
000 men. 
Zones of vigilance have 
been established 
about 
the city, 
and the army iii Chihuahua is in 
liaison with the troops in the state 
bordering so that a human dike ex­ 
ists across all of Mexico, 200 miles 
south of the Rio Grande. 
Obregon is taking drastice meas­ 
ures to protect his rule and as a re­ 
sult many editors have been jailed 
and their newspapers 
suppressed. 
Striking examples of this action are 
furnished by the 
imprisonment of 
Carlos It. Mendendez 
in 
Marida, 
Yucatan, and Tomas Gomez in Chi­ 
huahua. 
Information from

half of Mexico is meager and con­ 
flicting, and it is not known in the 
north why Menendez and half a 
score of other southern editors are 
in jail, their papers suppressed and 
in some cases their printing plants 
demolished.

more light is obtainable. Gomez es­ 
tablished a daily in Chihuahua un­ 
der state 
subsidiary 
six 
months 
ago, quarrelled with Governor Ig­ 
nacio C. Enriquez in August, and 
after the publication of an article 
the people went to jail and remain­ 
ed there. 
The incident caused a 
tremendous sensation in Chihuahua 
City. 
Iii San Luis Potosi state oth­ 
er editors have 
been 
imprisoned, 
according to 
newspapers 
printed 
printed there. 
Meanwhile, it has seemed neces­ 
sary to heavily increase the mili­ 
tary guards on all passenger and 
freight trains in the republic. Three 
weeks ago a Mexico Northwestern 
train was held up and robbed a 
short distance from El Paso. 
That 
news reached the 
United 
States 
promptly. 
But it is not known out­ 
side of Mexico that on Monday a 
passenger 
train 
on 
an 
Amer- 
can line was robbed by thirty men 
within forty-four miles of Mexico 
City, nor that on Saturday a simi­ 
lar incident took place on the line 
between Pueblo and Vera Cruz. As 
a matter of fact, it is admitted by 
the government that no trains in 
Mexico can operate without sol­ 
diers aboard, and these guards are 
being increased. 
Mexicans 
longing 
for 
peace 
blame agitation by Americans, and 
cover given plotters on this side of 
the line, for the situation, which 
they say will become acute during 
the celebration of the centennary of 
Mexican 
Independence. 
They 
frankly expect bloodshed, and as a 
result business in the republic is al­ 
most at a standstill where a month 
ago it was thriving. But, it is held 
by those best informed, if Obregon 
can weather the political storms 
which this month will bring, he will 
make his government secure and 
business will quickly revive. 
If he 
does not, it is generally believed 
that 
intervention 
by

United 
States army will result with the 
probabilities in favor of a sojourn 
of years by the soldiers from the 
north of the Rio Grande. 
Arrest of Robles Dominguez, who 
was Obregon’s opponent iii the elec­ 
tion for president, has encouraged 
the peace party to hope the feared 
revolt will break 
down. 
Domin­ 
guez’s friends, 
however, 
are out­ 
spoken in 
their 
determination to 
press the fight to an issue of arras.
